Reasons for Allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of claims 1-7 is the inclusion of the limitations wherein the 
communication control device dynamically assigns the part of the protocol layer 
functions to each of the layer control devices and wherein the layer control devices 
supporting the respective part of the protocol layer functions perform respectively 
assigned processing tasks in sequence. The primary reason for the allowance of claim 
8 is the inclusion of the limitations dynamically assigning the protocol layers to the 
respective layer control devices and performing operations of the assigned protocol 
layer by the layer control devices in sequence.
